Summary of Discussion: 
 
Bart Jennings, Austin Water Utility’s Manager of Business Strategy, delivered a presentation to 
address agenda items 3 and 4.  The presentation covered the following: 
 

• Water and wastewater Service Extension Requests (SERs) in general, which included an 
overview of when the City of Austin cost participates in service extension projects; and  

• The specific service extension requests that were the subject of agenda items 3 and 4.  
 
Following the presentation, there was discussion about the reason for the dissenting votes from 
three Water and Wastewater Commissioners, and which SERs should be presented to the 
Committee before being posted on the Council agenda.  
 
The Committee decided that  

• An SER should be posted on the City Council agenda without Committee review if staff, 
the community, and boards and commissions are in general agreement about the request; 
  

• Any SER that includes City cost participation should be presented to the Public Utilities
